Now, therefore, be it resolved that we, the members of the Missouri House of
Representatives, Ninety-second General Assembly, join unanimously to applaud the University of Missouri-
Columbia designated-driver program entitled Supportive Tigers Riding in Pursuit of Ensuring Safety and to
convey to all of those involved this legislative body's heartiest congratulations upon providing the program's
fifteen thousandth ride on March 1, 2003, and our best wishes for continued safety and success for many more
years to come; and
